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1, Polish Minister Stefan Szumowski has requested an interview with Miguel 
Miranda, chief of Argentina's Economic Council, to initiate conversationa 
on a trade agreement between Poland and Argentina. The Minigter has been 
instructed by Warsaw to make certain sacrifices, if necessary, to better 
trade relations with Argentina. These sacrifices would include the selling 
to Argentina of materials which Poland could sell at better pricee elsewhere | 
or which are actually needed badly in the reconstruction of Poland. 
Szumowoki is anthorized to offer Argentina steel, iron materials, and up to 
200,000 tons of Polish coal, Szumowski's government would rot demand pay~ 
ment in dollara but would accept hides, wool, tallow and other items in re<-. 
turn.
